One hundred 


P icture me standing in the 

middle of an oval, helmet off, 
raising my bat to acknowledge 
the crowd. The crowd is appreciative 
but not wildly so — this was a century 
scored entirely in singles, so it’s taken 
a while. 

You hold in your hands my one 
hundredth issue of Australian Mac¬ 
world as editor. 86 of them here at 
Niche Media, and another 14 at IDG 
Communications back in the 1990s. 
I’m also leaving out a couple of 
issues with “guest editors” and the 
like, though obviously I participated 
in those. I hope you’ll forgive me an 
indulgent moment. 

I first became editor of AMW just 
after Michael Spindler was wheeled 
out of Apple’s Cupertino HQ and Gil 
Amelio had taken over. After years of 
stagnation Amelio was the great hope 
of the company to restore its vigour. 
Unlike the directionless Spindler, Ame¬ 
lio was going to take the company in 
some definite direction. Any direction 
would do. 

OK, maybe not any direction. Most 
of my 14 issues of AMW at IDG were 
dedicated to tracking Apple’s prog¬ 
ress closer and closer to the drain. 
When Apple finally sacked Amelio, 

IDG decided it had had enough and 
merged Macworld with Ziff-Davis’s 
Macilser , thus putting me out of a job. 
IDG reasoned that sacking the CEO 
was the last act of a desperate com¬ 
pany and it couldn’t risk its business 
on that any longer. 

You can look all of this up in your 
dictionary under “irony”.

Other people who’ve made a century 


I returned to AMW in 2001 — the iMac 
had brought the company back from 
the brink, and Mac OS X (10.0 — 
Cheetah) was just out. There was no 
such thing as an iPod, though we did 
have iTunes for what it was worth. If 
you’d told me that Apple was going 
to become one of the largest retailers 
of music in the world, not to mention 
going into the telephone business, 
while also growing Mac market share 
at three-to-five times the industry aver¬ 
age, I might have thought you were a 
little unstable. 

Needless to say, the 86 issues since 
then have generally been more fun 
than the first 14.

According to various reports McDonalds 
will soon be offering its customers free 
Wi-Fi, something we thought would never 
happen in Australia, but will from March 
2009.

Give the network back 

Regarding Terria vs Telstra (3€-K, 11.2008), 
there's a simple solution: get rid of all of 
the commercial operators at the network- 
wholesale level and re-establish a single 
publicly owned and operated national 
telecommunications network. All essential 
public infrastructure should be publicly 
owned and controlled and should be oper¬ 
ated on a service-provision basis instead 
of for profit. 

The current economic crisis, which resulted 
from extreme Capitalism, makes it clear 
that we need to find a balance between 
market freedom and market regulation and 
between private and public ownership. The 
Australian telecommunications network 
never should have been privatised, Austra¬ 
lia is too large geographically and has too 
small a population for multiple networks 
to be commercially viable except in the 
major cities, and rural services, although 
essential, are a commercial impossibility 
without the city income. So the telecom¬ 
munications network should be publicly 
owned and operated just as the railway 
and road networks are (and as the electric¬ 
ity distribution system also should be). 

As an interim step towards resuming 
public ownership of the telecommunica¬ 
tions network I would suggest that a new 
corporation should be set up to own 
and manage the whole network at the 
wholesale level, with Telstra contributing its 
existing network and the Government and 
Terria providing the funding for the new 
broadband network, and with the initial 


shareholding being proportionate to the 
value contributed and a plan set up that 
would transfer the corporation to full public 
ownership when Telstra and Terria had 
received a fair return on their investments 
in terms of recovery of capital invested 
plus fair dividends over the period of joint 
ownership.

Your choices for running 
Windows apps on your Mac are basically 
virtualisation (using Parallels Desktop or 
VMWare Fusion), dual-boot (using Apple’s 
Boot Camp) and embedding (using 
Crossover Mac, which adds certain Win¬ 
dows APIs to Mac OS X). The last is quite 
intriguing, as it means you're running the 
Windows apps without even leaving Mac 
OS X. However, the range of applications 
supported that way is limited. — M.JC.P

Apple takes big chunk 
of smartphone market 

A pple’s iPhone 3G passed Research In Mo¬ 
tion’s (RIM) BlackBerry to take second place 
in third-quarter global smartphone rankings, 
according to a report by market researcher Canalys. 

Apple also edged out Microsoft in smartphone operat¬ 
ing systems for the quarter, the report said. 

A record high 39.9 million smartphones were shipped 
globally in the July through September period, up 28 
percent over the same time last year, according to 
Canalys. Smartphones now represent 13 percent of the 
total mobile handset market, up from 11 percent in the 
second quarter. 

The devices, which combine computing functions of 
a personal digital assistant (PDA) with a mobile phone, 
have gained popularity as companies offer new func¬ 
tions, such as onboard cameras, music players, touch¬ 
screens and speedier Web browsing. 

Nokia retained its lead in smartphones but lost sig¬ 
nificant market share during the quarter due to heavy 
competition from Apple and third place RIM. The Finn¬ 
ish company shipped 15.5 million smartphones in that 
period, down slightly from last year as its market share 
fell to 38.9 percent from 51.4 percent. 

Apple shipped 6.9 million smartphones, up from just 
1.1 million the same time last year. That was enough for 
a market share of 17.3 percent. 

”It was expected that Apple would figure among the 
smart phone leaders this quarter, with that huge initial 
new product shipment, it was just a question of how 
high up it would be - and this is impressive,” said senior 
Canalys analyst Pete Cunningham, in astatement. 

RIM shipped 6.1 million smartphones during the quar¬ 
ter, followed by 2.3 each for Motorola and fifth place 
High Tech Computer (HTC). 




[iPHONE] 


HTC was the only non-Western smartphone vendor 
among the top five in the third quarter. The Taiwanese 
company has won acclaim for its Touch Diamond line 
of touchscreen smartphones, as well as working with 
Google’s Android software to develop the G1 handset. 

The Canalys report also highlighted Apple’s growth 
in mobile phone operating systems. Although Nokia’s 
Symbian OS retained its market dominance, the Apple 
OS took a chunk of its market and posted a huge year 
on year growth rate. 

Symbian shipped in 18.6 million smartphones in the 
third quarter, down 12.4 percent compared to last year. 
The Apple OS, by contrast, shipped in 6.9 million hand¬ 
sets, growing 523 percent over last year. 

RIM came in third to Apple with its OS in 6.1 million 
smartphones, up 83.5 percent compared to a year ago, 
Canalys said. Microsoft’s Windows Mobile OS grew 42.9 
percent year-on-year to 5.4 million and Linux 
was the OS for 2.0 million smartphones, up 
49 percent compared to last year. 

Canalys noted that creating new mo¬ 
bile phone technology, such as Maps 
programs, has become critical. 

’’You also need to be able to inte¬ 
grate them seamlessly into the device 
to provide a great total user experi¬ 
ence,” said analyst Tim Shepherd. 

’’And that means having sufficient 
control of development of the op¬ 


erating system, which Apple and 
RIM clearly have already. Nokia’s 
acquisition of Symbian should 
help it in this regard

Ballmer unafraid of Android 


Google’s Android mobile platform doesn’t “bubble up 
to the top” of Microsoft’s list of toughest competitors 
to Windows Mobile in the market for smartphone op¬ 
erating systems, Microsoft CEO Steve Ballmer said on a 
recent trip to Australia. 

Speaking at an investor day hosted by Telstra at the 
start of November, Ballmer said that it’s too early to 
tell if Android will ever be a serious competitor in the 
mobile market. 

“I’m not saying they’re not going to be a factor, but 
we’re in a world with Symbian, we’re in a world with 
BlackBerry, we’re in a world with Linux Mobile,” he said. 
Google might be a factor someday, but right now these 
competitors “look a little tougher to me.” 

Ballmer’s comments were made in response to a 
question about how he sees Google competitively in 
the mobile market. Ballmer had answered a previous 
question and cited Apple and BlackBerry maker 
Research in Motion (RIM) as competitors to Microsoft, 
but did not mention Google. 

The Telstra Investor Day meeting was viewed online 
via webcast from Telstra’s web site (see ’’Hotlinks”). 


Ballmer was on hand to unveil an alliance between the 
two companies to provide mobile services, unified com¬ 
munications and hosted business services. 

Ballmer also told Telstra investors that he doesn’t 
“really understand the business model” Google has for 
deriving revenue from Android, which is available to 
device makers and carriers free. 

“If I went to my shareholder meeting, my analyst 
meeting, and said, ‘Hey, we just launched a new prod¬ 
uct that has no revenue model, yeah, cheer for me’ - 
I’m not sure my investors would take that very well,” 
Ballmer said. “But that’s what Google is telling their 
investors about Android.” 

He expressed doubts that mobile carriers will buy 
Google’s plan to give away Android so the company 
can put its search on devices for free. 

The first mobile device using Android, T-Mobile’s G1 
phone, went on sale across the US on 22 October and in 
the UK a couple of weeks later. It will go on sale across 
Europe early next year, but no specific date for when it 
will go on sale in Australia has been set.

Apple, Psystar joust in court over antitrust complaint 


Attorneys for Apple and Psystar sparred before a US Dis¬ 
trict judge in early November on whether Psystar’s anti¬ 
trust complaints against Apple should be dismissed. 

The hearing focused on a motion by Apple filed in 
September that asks US Judge William Alsup to dismiss 
a countersuit from Psystar that alleges Apple violates 
antitrust laws by blocking users from installing OS X 
on computers not built by Apple. Psystar had filed that 
countersuit in August in response to a suit from Apple, 
contending that Psystar violated Apple copyrights and 
licensing agreements when it sold the Open Computer - 
PC that users could order with Mac OS X. 

Representing Apple, attorney James Gilliland of 
Townsend and Townsend and Crew argued that the Mac 
OS is not a single-brand market, competing as it does 
against the Windows and Linux operating systems. 


Gilliland focused on two aspects of Psystar’s argument 
that Apple is a monopoly — the company’s ad campaigns 
that stress the uniqueness of the Mac and the price of 
Mac hardware relative to other PCs. Apple’s attorneys 
believe those apsects undermine Psystar’s argument. 

Psystar’s attorney, Colby Springer of Carr 8t Ferrell, 
countered that whether the Mac OS constituted a single¬ 
brand market is something that should be decided by a 
trial, not a hearing. 

“Apple touts the uniqueness of its operating system... 
and then in the context of its motion to dismiss says that 
[OS X] is nothing special,” Springer said. “They can’t 
have it both ways.” 

Alsup also set a trial date for the Apple-Psystar case 
during Thursday’s hearing, scheduled it to begin on No¬ 
vember 9, 2009, — Philip Michaels

Sonos debuts iPhone controller 


Sonos, manufacturer of wireless audio systems, has an¬ 
nounced a raft of new content agreements for its users, 
as well as a new way to control its devices. 

The Sonos system uses wireless networking to share 
music throughout various “zones” in your house, all 
controlled via a central controller that resembles a sort 
of iPod. The music can be stored on your Mac, or in¬ 
deed on a networked drive without a computer involved, 
and beamed to wherever you want to hear it (provided 
you’ve wired up the speakers of course). The Sonos sys¬ 
tem employs “ZoneControllers” that allow you to send 
your music into different areas of the house. With the 
Sonos Controller for iPhone you can combine zones to 
play music throughout the house or even unlink zones 
and play different music in different areas. 

The iPhone controller provides much of the same func¬ 
tionality as Sonos’s own wireless controller, but in the 


full-colour multi-touch glory of iPhone. While the iPhone 
software apparently doesn’t replicate all of the function¬ 
ality of the Sonos controller (according to Niv Novak 
from Australian distributor Playback Systems) the iPhone 
is considerably less bulky than the Sonos controller, 
and you’re more likely to have it with you wherever 
in the house you happen to be. 

In addition to the iPhone software, Sonos has 
updated its system software to allow users access 
to 15,000 internet radio stations and podcasts from 
around the world, as well as Last.fm. With these 
services in addition to existing content agreements, 
Sonos users have access to a vast array of music 
and media either free or via subscription.

Heading for a dSLR? 

M ore and more photographers are ditching 
their compact digicams and “going pro” with 
a dSLR. Or at least they think they are. 

The benefits of a dSLR are appealing: you can set up 
a shot far easier and with greater confidence by viewing 
through the optical reflex viewfinder; focusing is easier 
and you can see the subject even in bright Aussie sun¬ 
light. You can’t say that about a rear LCD screen! 

Until Olympus/Panasonic announced the Micro Four 
Thirds system (see AMW’s buying guide in the 11.2008 
issue for more detail on Micro Four Thirds) eveiy dSLR 
used a prism, mirror and an optical viewfinder to give 
a precise view of the scene. Press the shutter button, the 
mirror flips up out of the way and the shot was taken. 
The only fly in this ointment was that in that brief micro¬ 
second the shot may have changed; the way around this 
problem is to shoot a burst of three or more frames. Then 
you get the shot! 

The Live View of current dSLRs is a boon to many 
raised on compact digicams, but for some it doesn’t cut 
the mustard. However, it does give you an electronic 
preview of the shot you’re going to capture, along with 
an idea of the colour balance of the scene. 

Let me offer a few buying tips. 

There are two basic ways of stabilising a digital cam¬ 
era: via the lens or with a shifting imager sensor. Some 
makers — like Canon and Nikon - say the lens route is 
best but you pay extra for the technology every time you 
buy an extra lens. Olympus and Sony say the shifting 
sensor is the go and no more to pay lens-wise. 

When you buy a camera tiy and do a deal with a de¬ 
cent pair of lenses in the total. Not the kit lenses - some 
real lenses. Like reasonable zooms with least an f2.8 
maximum aperture. Maybe even head for a third party 
brand, like Sigma or Tamron. 

If you intend to do a lot of interior photography you 
should buy an external flash unit. Third-par¬ 
ty units start at just over $100, while OEM 
flash units start at around $200 and go 
upwards. 

The last word. If you intend to 
do a lot of traveling with your dSLR, 
check the total weight of the gear: in¬ 
cluding camera, lenses, flash, tripod 
and the rest, and make sure you get a 
decent-quality camera bag. — Barrie Smith

More pixels, or fewer? 

It’s increasingly obvious that we’re being led along a 
path in digicam design that’s annoying some people. 

It’s hard not to notice the stress being placed on the 
megapixel count in camera advertising. Once upon a 
time, five megapixels was tops, then it was six, seven, 
eight - now it appears you’re nobody in pixel-land un¬ 
less you tote a camera with ten, eleven and more mega¬ 
pixels. It’s more a case of never mind the quality, count 
the megapixels! 

So let’s get down to basics: if you shoot digital and 
use pictures only on the web, in Facebook, or to send 
to friends, you can save money and buy a basic camera 
that shoots a low pixel count. Now I know you can’t 
easily buy cameras any more with only two, three or 
four megapixels packed into the CCD - but that’s all you 
need for web use. A picture sized to 640x480 pixels will 
fill a VGA computer monitor; a picture that measures 
1600x1200 pixels will be more than adequate for the 
largest, most high-resolution monitors on the market. 



If you prefer to print your photographic efforts, you’ll 
need to capture more pixels. It goes like this: a picture 
that measures 3500x2500 pixels will print out to an A4 
page. That’s at a printing resolution of 300 pixels per 
inch. Use a resolution of 225 ppi and you need only 
capture an image that measures 2600x1850 pixels. 

The average ten-megapixel camera will shoot a top 
resolution of 3648x2736 - more than you need. 

There’s growing concern that, as the pixel count on 
cameras grows, so does the presence of noise in an im¬ 
age. Should you be worried about this? 

In my opinion, you should be concerned at the 
presence of image noise only if you push the limits, 
have high-level demands for your images - or you’re 
a tech freak. 

It’s a bit like owning a Bugatti and only using it to go 
shopping — for quite a few dollars less you could own 
a Barina and still get there and back with the milk and 
bread. — Barrie Smith

AMW’s review of Transfuser 

Heads-up: Pro Tools 8 

Digidesign over the past year has arguably lifted the 
pace considerably in evolving Pro Tools in the face of an 
ever more competitive playing field. The recent launch 
of virtual instruments like Transfuser (see “Hotlinks”) 
have helped Digidesign’s cause considerably, but Pro 
Tools 8 will be a significant landmark. 

The big bang of Pro Tools 8 from where I’m sitting is 
professional-level Score editing - this is one of the big 
gaps compared to Logic, Cubase or Digital Performer. 
Specialist score applications like Finale and Sibelius 
need not be too concerned but it’s a long overdue en¬ 
hancement for the more general user. 

Another big enhancement is support for up to 48 si¬ 
multaneous audio tracks — your hardware will determine 
whether that’s a real option but it’s an improvement all 
the same. If you purchase the Complete Production Tool¬ 
kit with Pro Tools 8, the maximum tracks increase to 128 
and 7.1-channel Surround Sound capability. 


The user interface has also received a much-deserved 
facelift. Aside from improved text contrast and a “more 
modern” colour scheme, the real gains are found on the 
workflow side of the equation — a configurable Edit 
window toolbar (a gripe of mine for years) and dockable 
Editor windows are two notables. Elastic Pitch is now a 
reality in the Pro Tools workflow as well - another big 
catch-up to competitors and in some cases it’ll avoid the 
need for purchasing extra plugins. 

The last word. Overall, version 8 is an update that’s 
far from incremental. In the past year, loop-based com¬ 
position, loop libraries, new virtual instruments and now 
score editing capabilities have all been added. 

The upgrade to Pro Tools 8 HD will cost you $330, with 
LE users paying $195. OSX Leopard will be required to 
run this version. Contact Digidesign Australia on 1300

Learn just about all there is to know about FireWire 

Apple kills the video star 


B ack at the Macworld Expo of 
2003 Apple released the first 
version of iLife. Singlehand- 
edly, iLife converted the personal 
computer from a powerful but dif- 
ficult-to-use tool to a potent home 
entertainment hub. In particular 
iMovie, which was first released as 
a free download in 1999, took the 
complex task of video editing and 
brought it to the masses. 

In parallel, Apple also pio¬ 
neered the development and use 
of FireWire, officially known as IEEE 1394, as a con¬ 
nection standard for video cameras, storage devices 
and other peripherals that needed a connection that 
exceeded the speed of USB 1.0, but was simpler to use 
than SCSI. 

Apple’s leadership in making it easy for all of us to con¬ 
nect our video cameras and create great personal videos 
makes its recent moves all the more perplexing. iMovie 
08 is, at best, a retrograde step from iMovie 06. Certainly, 
Apple allowing users to download the previous version is 
as close to an admission as we could expect that the new 
application fails to meet the needs of customers. 

More recently, Apple has stripped FireWire away from 
those wanting to buy an entry-level Mac notebook. The 
new aluminium MacBook’s nVidia chipset lacks support 
for FireWire, meaning that purchasers will either need to 
find an extra $1100 and buy a MacBook Pro or buy one 
of the legacy white MacBooks that Apple has retained in 
the range — for now. 

At the launch of the new MacBook, Steve Jobs sug¬ 
gested that leaving FireWire out was not such a big deal 
as recent digital video cameras had USB interfaces and 
iMovie 08 supported the latest cameras. In other words, 
if you’ve got a camera that works over FireWire but not 
USB then an update to the new MacBook will mean 
you’ll need a new video camera too. Perhaps that’s not a 
big deal to Jobs, who’s probably got a cupboard full of 
the latest gadgetry at the office in Cupertino, but it will 
make a big difference to many of us. 

The dropping of FireWire has another consequence. 
Many Mac users prefer to use external FireWire hard 
drives. Despite the notional speed of USB 2.0 being rat¬ 
ed higher than FireWire 400 (as the original FireWire 
spec is now known), in practice, FireWire creams USB 


2.0. When transferring large files, 
like the ones that video editors 
work with, FireWire 400 is much 
faster than USB 2.0. So, as well 
as needing a new camera, you can 
look forward to slower data trans¬ 
fers if you use an external drive. 

Dropping FireWire also means 
that one of the Mac’s best, although 
understated, features is gone. Target 
Disk mode is no longer possible. A 
Mac booted into Target mode ap¬ 
peared as an external drive when 
connected to another Mac via FireWire. That made the 
task of transferring files and programs from an old Mac 
to a new one incredibly easy. Now, you’ll need to use 
Time Machine, via USB, to back up your data and then 
use the Migration Assistant to ’’recover” the account 
from the Time Machine backup. This involves a few 
more steps than using Target Mode and takes longer. 

While Apple provides Time Machine, many Mac users 
rely on other backup tools. One of our favourites is Super 
Duper from Shirt Pocket Software. Super Duper clones 
your entire hard drive to an external drive. If your Mac’s 
hard disk fails, you can boot from the external disk. 

The makers of SuperDuper and other similar 
software strongly recommend against using USB with 
their software. Why? In their experience it’s less 
reliable and slower. 

Ultimately, the decision by Apple to drop FireWire, a 
standard it invented and pushed hard to establish, is Ap¬ 
ple’s decision. Perhaps, the aesthetics of the connector 
displeased Jobs. Perhaps he saw the writing on the wall 
and dropped the standard before it was obsolete. 

It’s not the first time Apple’s lead the way in dropping 
established standards. Remember floppy drives? Look 
them up in a history book. 

Now that the draft USB 3.0 standard has been re¬ 
leased it may be that Apple is preparing us an all-USB 
world. Perhaps dropping FireWire from the MacBook is 
a way of differentiating the two product lines as they 
become increasingly similar in terms of appearance. 
No matter what the reasons, those considering the pur¬ 
chase of a new MacBook should check that their digital 
video cameras work over USB and they can live with 
the slower data transfer speeds of USB 2.0 for their 
external hard drives. — Anthony Caruana

Wireless security lets 


I assume you’ve all heard the story 
of the cobbler’s children who never 
had new shoes. I am ashamed to 
say that the tale holds true for some 
AMW networking columnists and wire¬ 
less security. 

Recently, while trying to diagnose 
a problem on my home network, I 
discovered a computer that didn’t 
belong. 

I was even more ashamed to 
discover my wireless network had 
been hacked by a script kiddie on a 
Windows box so clueless he couldn’t 
even keep his computer virus free 
— I could see viral traffic from his 
computer trying to break into my 
Mac. So it was time to take some 
of my own advice and secure my 
wireless network. While I use a Belkin 
ADSL+ wireless router, you should 
be able to do the same on any wire¬ 
less access point. 

The first step in securing a wireless 
network is to change the SSID from 
the default, since some attacks are 
easier if you know the SSID. If you 
visit WiGLE (see "Hotlinks") you can 
see a set of statistics on the top man¬ 
ufacturers and the most-used SSIDs 
in a large worldwide survey of wire¬ 
less networks. If you do some basic 
maths on these stats you discover 
that less than half of the people using 
the most common brands of router 
change the SSID. This is dangerous, 
so make sure you change yours. 

You should also turn off ESSID 
broadcast as well — that way when 
someone stumbles upon your network 
they will first have to discover the

SSID before they can attempt your 
encryption. The downside of this is 
that you will have to select ‘Join Other 
Network...” and type in the SSID to 
join the network. Some devices, such 
as the Apple TV and Nintendo Wii, 
don’t support this, so turn broadcast 
back on to set these up and then turn 
it off again. 

The next step is to change the 
wireless security from WEP (Wired 
Equivalent Privacy) to WPA2 (Wi-Fi 
Protected Access). WPA was 
created by the WiFi Alliance to ad¬ 
dress shortcomings in the WEP 
standard — in fact exactly the 
shortcomings my intruder had used 
to break into my system. WPA2 
Personal uses what the Alliance calls 
a “pre-shared key" but most people 
would call a password. 

I have a neat tool I use to make 
passwords called xyzzy (see 
“Hotlinks”). It creates random 
passwords that can (usually) be 
pronounced. I find this makes them 
easier to remember. If you want 
truly random passwords then visit 
GRC’s online password generator 
(see "Hotlinks”) which can generate 
them from either the set of printable 
ASCII characters or just letters and 
numbers. If you want passwords that 
are truly easy to remember, Real- 
Passwords (see “Hotlinks”) gener¬ 
ates random passwords of two real 
words and a random number. All 


me down 

of these tools generate passwords 
that would be hard to discover using 
“brute force” or social guesswork. In 
this day of social networks such as 
Linkedln and Facebook you probably 
don’t want to use a password based 
on a pet’s name, a child’s name or 
your street name — too easy for 
someone to discover online. 

Next, remember to change the ad¬ 
ministration password for the router. 
This is another step often forgotten 
by most people. This means that 
once I have broken in to your WEP 
secured router I can discover the 
brand and enter the default password 
for that brand (easily discovered 
online) and alter any settings I desire 
(such as allowing my computer to 
use BitTorrent on your network.) 

If we want to get really secure then 
we can use Media Access Control 
(MAC) address filtering. Most routers 
have the ability to allow only certain 
computers to connect to the network, 
specified by their MAC address. My 
Belkin router allows this to be set 
up easily — you just start with MAC 
address filtering turned off, connect 
all your computers to the wireless 
network, and the web configuration 
allows you to add each computer’s 
MAC address to the list then turn 
on this security feature. Check your 
router’s manual to see how this can 
be done on yours. 

If you need to discover your MAC 
address it is in the Network System 
Preference Pane — click on Network, 
then Advanced, then AirPort to 
see the AirPort ID; it will look like 
00:23:12:1a:08:32. You might also 
check the Ethernet port’s ID address 
the same way and add it to the list in 
case you want to connect using an 
Ethernet cable instead of AirPort. 

Once you’ve gone through these 
steps you have a home network that is 
secure while being easy to use. ^

T here’s no denying it, the 3.5-inch LCD screen 
on any iPhone or iPod Touch is one of the best 
on the market. It’s clear, crisp, and easy to 
watch. Formatting video for your iPhone, iPod touch 
or iPod to make the best use of that screen can be a 
little challenging, but with a little understanding and 
the right tools, making sure your video purrs on any 
device is easy. 

The iTunes way. Without doubt, the easiest, hassle- 
free way to get content on to your iPhone, iPod Touch or 
iPod is to simply buy it direct from the iTunes Store. 

There are three sorts of video content you can buy 
from the iTunes Store - music videos, TV shows and 
movies - and a fourth format, video podcasts, which 
are available for free. While music is now available 
for download direct to your iPhone or iPod Touch 
via the iTunes Wifi Store, video content needs to be 
first downloaded to your computer, and then synced 
to your device. 

Music videos were the first type of videos to appear 
on the iTunes Store and cost $1.69 or more. TV shows 
and movies, both recently introduced to the Australian 
iTunes Store, vary in price. Purchasing a TV show will 
cost you $2.99 per episode, or you can purchase a multi¬ 
pass which is like a season pass — new episodes of a 
series will download automatically. 

Full-length movies are available to buy or rent. Rent¬ 
als will set you back $3.99 for a library titles, or $5.99 
for a new release. You’ve got 30 days to begin watching 
your movie, and once you start, 24 hours to complete 
watching it. You can transfer movies from your com¬ 
puter to your device at any time within the 30 days, or 
even once you’ve started watching the movie (as long as 
it’s in the 24 hour period). 

Movies are also available for purchase, and these range 
in price from $12.99 to $24.99. 

Because all content is encoded with H.264 it all plays 
perfectly on your iPhone, iPod touch, nano or classic. 

A bit about H.264. Apple s decision to support 
the H.264 codec wasn’t an accident. H.264, introduced 
in QuickTime 7, is a relatively new video compression 
technology that is based on, and part of, the MPEG-4 
standard - but improves considerably on the qual¬ 
ity of the video at the same bit-rate. So much so, that 
H.264 looks as good as an equivalent video encoded in 
MPEG-2 at as little as half the bit rate. 

H.264 then was the logical choice for Apple to use 
across their platform. It’s good enough for high-definition 
content (albeit, HD sold on the iTunes Store is currently 
in 720p), it scales well so suits both the 3.5” iPhone and 
iPod touch display, and it even works well on other iPods 
that support video. 


All the movie content that Apple provides on the 
iTunes Store is encoded with H.264 wrapped with 
Apple’s Fairplay DRM system. Apple has also made a 
deal with Google that quite a lot of content on YouTube 
is encoded in H.264 as well as YouTube’s standard Flash 
video so it’s compatible with iPhones and iPods. Content 
you choose to encode yourself, however, doesn’t need to 
be exclusively in H.264 - you can also use MPEG-4, but 
H.264 will give you a better quality and a smaller file 
(which means you can fit more video on your iPhone) 
but it can take longer to encode than MPEG-4 video. 

While you’re likely familiar with .mp3 or .aac files, 
movie files compatible with the iPhone and iPod plat¬ 
forms generally end in .m4v, .mp4 and .mov. 

Resolutions, bit-rates and aspect ratios. File 

format is only one part of the equation, and three other 
factors are also important. 

Resolution is the number of pixels that fit on a screen - 
any screen. As you’d expect, the resolution of the iPhone 
or iPod Touch is different to that of an Apple TV, which is 
different again to an iPod nano or classic. 

Just as for audio files like MP3s, the bit-rate refers to 
the amount of data that is used to make up a second of 
video playback. While audio files are normally expressed 
in kilobits per second, video files are normally expressed 
as megabits per second - an easy demonstration of why 
video files are generally so much larger than audio files. 

It’s important to consider both the resolution and 
bit-rate when you’re encoding your own movies. The 
higher both the resolution and the bit-rate of your mov¬ 
ie, the better the quality. But with higher quality comes 
other implications. For one, the higher your bit-rate and 
resolution, the larger your file, and it only makes sense 
to encode your video to the maximum resolution your 
device accepts. 

So, if you’re only going to watch your video on the 
iPhone, the maximum resolution the iPhone and newer 
iPods support is 640x480 with a maximum bit-rate of 
2.5 Mbps. There really isn’t much reason to make your 
files bigger than that as you’ll see no benefit.

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What about if you’ve got an iPhone and an Apple TV? 
While Apple TV supports a maximum resolution of 
1280x720 it will also happily play files with a resolu¬ 
tion of 640x480. The one file will be compatible on both 
devices but won’t look as good on the Apple TV as it 
does on the iPhone. (When you buy HD content from the 
iTunes Store, Apple also sneaks in a standard-definition 
version, in case you want to view it on your iPhone or 
iPod touch.) 

Also, if your source video - the video you’re encoding 
- is smaller than your target resolution, there’s no point 
in upscaling, as you generally won’t gain quality. 

Aspect ratio, the last thing to be conscious of, refers 
to the ratio of width of the image to the height of the 
image you are watching on. You can also think about it 
in terms of the shape of the screen you intend to watch 
your movie on. 

Ideally, movies should take up the entire screen, but 
different movies are recorded in different aspect ra¬ 
tios. Traditionally, standard definition TV shows were 
recorded in 4:3. Digital, or HD shows are recorded in 
16:9, and movies are often filmed in Panavision, or 
Cinemascope, with a ratio of 2.35:1 

Working out the aspect ratio of your movie is easy. 
Simply divide the number of pixels wide by the number 
of pixels high. For example, an 800x600 video would 
have a ratio of 1.33, or 1.33:1 (which is exactly the 
same as 4:3). 

Because the aspect ratios of videos are often different 
to the resolution of the device you want to view them 
on you’ll need to watch them scaled down (with black 
borders on the top and bottom of the picture, known as 
letterboxing) or cropped, with the image zoomed in, but 
with the edges cropped off. 

Go your own way. Preparing your own video 
content for the iPhone is easy, but you’ll need to use 
a third-party application to get the file in to the right 
format. There are a variety of different applications 
you can use to do this, but my current favourite is 
RoadMovie (see “Hotlinks”). 

RoadMovie lets you re-encode movies to a suitable 
format for playback on an iPhone, or any iPod that sup¬ 
ports video. It’s crammed with many features and is easy 

«00 RoadMovie 
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to use and visually appealing. It’s the sort of program I’d 
setup for my mum to use. 

Like other encoders, RoadMovie lets you choose 
your output device. There’s a handy pre-filled list of 
preset export options. These include Apple TV, Cellphone, 
iPhone, iPod, PSP or even export for the web. To speed 
your encoding up, RoadMovie is also compatible with 
the Elgato Turbo.264 USB hardware encoder. 

To start converting a movie, simply drag it to the 
RoadMovie main window. After RoadMovie determines 
the type of movie you want to convert, you’ll need 
to select your export settings and where you want to 
export your file. 

If your movie has subtitles, RoadMovie can include 
them in the output movie it creates. Click the Subtitles 
button in the menu bar and add the subtitle file (nor¬ 
mally in .srt format). 

There are a few other options available in RoadMovie 
that make it my favourite at the moment. The first is the 
ability to add chapter markers to any movie. Click on 
the Chapters button in the menu bar and then click the 
checkbox that says “Add chapter to the exported movie”. 
Then, as you scrub through the preview movie on the 
left hand side of the window click the + (plus sign) but¬ 
ton when you want to add a chapter marker. This feature 
is particularly useful if you want to show someone a 
presentation on your iPhone or iPod and need to jump 
quickly to different parts of the film. 

The last great feature of RoadMovie is its ability to 
filter filenames automatically and add correspond¬ 
ing metadata to your exported file. You can also easily 
specify whether your video is a TV show, music video 
or a movie. This feature alone might save you plenty of 
time, especially if you find a lot of your content on the 
internet. 

RoadMovie is still a version 1 product and there is 
some room for improvement. Exported files tend to be 
larger than the original file, which means they take up 
more room on your device, and there’s only limited flex¬ 
ibility to customise the export format. 

RoadMovie costs $US 19.95 and is available online. 
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If you want to format DVD content for your iPhone 
or iPod, Handbrake is the best tool for the job, and it’s 
available for the sweet price of free. 

Handbrake, according to its developer, is “an open- 
source, GPL-licensed, multi-platform, multi-threaded 
DVD to MPEG-4 converter, available for MacOS X, 
Linux and Windows”. While it will encode video from 
copy-protected DVDs, Australian Macworld in no way 
endorses that activity. 

For a free app, Handbrake offers some great features 
- like the ability to choose preset templates of different 
output formats, create a queue of videos (or chapters) to 
encode and support for adding chapter markers. 

Handbrake is also easy to use. Simply insert a DVD 
into your computer and wait until Mac OS X recogn¬ 
ises it. Next, press the Source button in the Handbrake 
toolbar and select the DVD volume from the Devices 
list. Next, select the device you are outputting for de¬ 
pending on whether you’re going to watch on an Apple 
TV, iPhone, iPod touch or another iPod. There are also 
options for the Sony PSP and other devices. This will 
automatically customise the type of output file, includ¬ 
ing format and codec. 

There’s also full support for power users to tinker with 
their own settings, including the ability to choose vari¬ 
able frame rate encoding with detelecine filtering, a 
more flexible, “loose” anamorphic video setting and an 
MP4 optimisation for progressive web downloads. If all 
that sounds like gobbedegook, you can just stick with 
the pre-fab presets. 

If you want to encode your movie in the best qual¬ 
ity possible, and you’re not concerned with getting the 
movie converted quickly, check the ‘2-pass encoding’ 
box. This tells Handbrake to have a look at the video 
before it begins encoding to determine the best possible 
bit-rate to encode each section of the movie. 

Also, be on the watch for a new version of Handbrake, 
0.9.3, currently in early beta testing that lets you convert 
other sorts of video (like MKV, MP4 or OGI formats) into 
iPhone and iPod compatible files too. 


Watching on your iPhone or iPod touch. 

When Apple introduced the iPhone 2.0 update, it made 
some important changes to the way that the video play¬ 
er worked. First, videos that are viewed in widescreen 
can now be viewed in landscape or portrait orientation 

- just rotate your iPhone and you’ll notice the video 
swings around. There’s also better support for video 
chapters. Now, to access chapter markers click once on 
the screen while a movie is playing and tap the button 
in the movie controller to bring up the chapter list. 

Video podcasts are also easier to watch in iPhone 2.0. 
Video podcasts are accessible through both the Videos 
menu and the Podcasts menu. If you choose to watch 
a video through the Video menu the same restrictions 
that apply to videos apply to podcasts - you’ll need 
to keep your iPhone in landscape mode to watch the 
podcast. However, if you access the video through the 
podcast menu you’ve now got the option to watch the 
video in portrait mode as well. It’s not clear why Apple 
has limited this functionality to video podcasts watched 
through the podcast mode, but then again, Apple has a 
reputation for mystery. 

Finally, when watching a movie or a video podcast 
you’ve got the option to zoom the movie to full screen. 
A simple double-tap on the playing movie expands and 
contracts the movie to fill the space. Alternatively, you 
can click on the arrow button on the top right hand side 
of the menu overlay while a movie is playing to achieve 
the same thing. 

When you’ve finished watching a movie on your iP¬ 
hone or iPod touch you’ve got the option to delete it 

— especially useful if you’re running out of space. To de¬ 
lete a movie simply swipe your finger from left to right 
across the video name in the list and a Delete button will 
appear on the right hand side. 

There are limited preferences for videos on the iPhone, 
and these are available via the settings application from 
the home screen. Navigate your way down to the iPod 
settings and you’ll notice two options for video. The 
first “Start playing” option lets you control where your 
movie playback begins. By default, it’s set to “Where left 
off’ which means the movie will resume playing where 
you stopped it. The second, “Closed captioning,” lets you 
enable captions if your movie supports it. This option is 
disabled by default. 

The last word. Luckily, understanding the com¬ 
plex technicalities of video conversion isn’t strictly 
necessary anymore, thanks to the powerful set of con¬ 
version tools like RoadMovie and Handbrake that are 
available. In fact, the only thing you’ll need to remem¬ 
ber when using these apps is the name of the device 
you’re outputting for. But everyone can remember 
iPhone, right? ^ 
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Step by Step: copy a movie from DVD to iPhone 


Using HandBrake to get video 
content onto your iPhone may 
look like a complicated pro¬ 
cedure, but in reality it’s quite 
simple. Note that you should only 
do this with content that you own 
or that you have the right to copy.

2. Select “iPhone/iPod touch” 
from the list of presets on the 
right.

7. Then you can quit HandBrake 
and go over to iTunes. Select Add 


To Library ... from the File menu 
and locate the .m4v file you just 
created. 



8. Once the file is in your iTunes 
library (iTunes should automati¬ 
cally recognise that it is a 
movie). You can choose to Get 
Info (3€-l) and edit information 
about it, but you don’t really 
have to. What is useful is to set 
a “Poster Frame” so that your 
movie has a sensible icon. For 
that, click on “Play Movie”. 

9. When the movie arrives at 
a point you’d like to use as a 
Poster Frame, click on pause. 
Then right-click or control-click 
to get a contextual menu, and 
from that menu select the 
bottom item, Set Poster Frame. 
Hint: you may have to do this a 
couple of times, as iTunes can 
be a little temperamental.

To B or not to B 


T hat is the question, isn’t it? 

To block or not to block 
internet sites because, as 
teachers, we have a duty of care and 
therefore should protect our students 
from the dangers of YouTube, Face- 
book and the many other potentially 
dangerous sites out there. As part of 
this duty, we know of “the thousand 
natural shocks that flesh is heir to”, 
but here’s the rub: are we fulfilling our 
duty by blocking? 

Remember that I’m talking about 
social networking sites here, not sites 
that are specifically pornographic. 

I reckon that we are actually in 
contravention of our duty of care if 
we block social networking sites and 
here’s why. 

In this column one year ago, I wrote 
that turning off access by network 
filtering is flawed because kids will 
work around blocks (the internet and 
its users have a powerful immune 
system) or they’ll access from home 
anyway; but, more importantly, we 
can’t leverage the learning opportuni¬ 
ties that school access can afford. 

Not only do we miss the opportuni¬ 
ty to use the power of these networks 
for good (hard to imagine teaching 
without YouTube now), but, even if 
we set up a course or unit specifi¬ 
cally to address the dangers of these 
sites, we’re doing so in a sterile and 
meaningless environment if the sites 
in question remain blocked 
In September 2008, the US 
Congress passed an update to its 
Children’s Internet Protection Act, to 
require schools to educate students

regarding appropriate behaviour on 
social networking and chat room 
sites and about cyberbullying — a 
position lobbied for by both the In¬ 
ternational Society for Technology in 
Education (ISTE) and the Consortium 
for School Networking (CoSN) for 
several years. 

There are a couple of stumbling 
blocks to get over yet: the amend¬ 
ment to the legislation has yet to be 
signed into law by George W, and, 
given his neo-conservative tenden¬ 
cies, this may have to wait for Barack, 
but it’s a start. Most importantly, it’s 
recognition, by what will be seen by 
many as a conservative society, that 
solely blocking is not an answer. 

In the light of this discussion, let’s 
look at the current Australian Federal 
Government’s plans. 

The relevant person here is Ste¬ 
phen Conroy, Minister for Broadband, 
Communications and the Digital 
Economy, who has a published 
policy on deploying internet filtering 
at the Internet Service Provider level, 
currently under trial in Tasmania. Will 
this be better than the earlier provi¬ 
sion of machine-based filters, avail¬ 
able free to every citizen in Australia? 
The one that 16-year-old student Tom 
Wood bypassed almost immediately? 

While I can relate to a government 
wanting to protect its citizens, I can’t 
see how a one-size-fits-all filter to 
protect children will accommodate the 
populace and its needs. Just how old 
are the children that we are protect¬ 
ing? Will it be Bananas in Pyjamas 
web sites for all? 

Irrespective, it’s not just this side of 
the industry that we need to be afraid 
of. Search Google for “Martin Luther 
King” (yes, you, down the back — use 
the quote marks like you’ve been told 
so we constrain our search) and you’ll 
see martinlutherking.org come fairly 
high in the rankings at about number 



three or four. Flave a tour of this site 
and see what you think. 

Once you’ve had a few minutes of 
clicking around, go to easywhois.com 
and search “martinlutherking.org" (no 
quotes this time) to see who owns this 
domain name (thanks to Alan Novem¬ 
ber for this gem). 

Now the question: “Would mar- 
tinlutherking.org make it through 
the proposed ISP based filtering?” 
Discuss. 

What about Facebook, MySpace, 
Bebo, Xanga and so on, which are 
increasingly becoming sites for sore 
eyes? Would a filter protect against 
being a “friend" of a pederast? 

To quote Tom Wood: "The education 
and teacher training resources are 
just really out-of-date and don’t cover 
it in its full detail. The education isn’t 
mandated and hardly taken up by any 
schools anyway.” 

Maybe we need to spend these 
monies in education, Mr Conroy? 

I know it’s a hard job dealing with 
the “let’s ban everything” brigade 
and the screaming tabloid head¬ 
lines, but we are in the business of 
education after all. Whether we suffer 
the slings and arrows of outrageous 
parents, we can end (or at least 
deal with) this sea of troubles by 
opposing it, not pretending it isn’t 
there by blocking. 

And, if we keep our duty of care 
uppermost, unlike the good Dane, we 
can make a good decision. ^

Work smarter, faster, ■ 
and more efficiently with Services 

OS X’s most underused shortcut 



A s a Mac user, you’re primed 
to look for time-savers that 
help you be more produc¬ 
tive. Nonetheless, you may not be 
taking advantage of all that OS X has 
to offer. The Services menu is a case 
in point. This little-known and even 
more rarely-used feature deserves 
more attention than it gets. Services 
provide system-wide commands that 
allow you to accomplish a variety of 
tasks quickly, such as sending Mail 
messages lickety-split or making a 
new Stickies note from a selection. If 
you’re not already using the Services 
menu, you’ll soon discover how it can 
boost your productivity. 

Locating Services. The Services 
menu resides in a program’s applica¬ 
tion menu (in Safari, for instance, go 
to Safari > Services). When you visit 
the Services menu, you’ll find both 
stand-alone commands (such as 
Spotlight or Search With Google) and 
the names of certain programs, each 
with its own submenu of actions. 

All Apple software works with 
services. So do many third-party 
programs, such as The Omni Group’s 



OmniFocus and Bare Bones Soft¬ 
ware’s BBEdit. Unfortunately, many 
major third-party programs shun 
services, including Microsoft Office 
and Adobe Creative Suite. Although 
these programs display the Services 
menu, they don't allow you to select 
any commands. 

Putting services to work, os 

X comes with a number of built-in ser¬ 
vices. There are also third-party ones 
worth checking out. 


Using Apple’s services. Want to 
create a Post-it-style note quickly? 
From almost any program that sup¬ 
ports text (such as Apple’s TextEdit, 
Safari, or Preview), highlight some 
words and select applicationname > 
Services > Make New Sticky Note, or 
press 3€-shift-Y. This launches Stick¬ 
ies and creates a new note contain¬ 
ing your selected text — all in one 
step! Perhaps you’d rather hear a text 
selection read to you. No problem. 
Highlight the desired passage and 
go to applicationname > Services > 
Speech > Start Speaking Text. You’ll 
be amazed at how realistic the voices 
in OS X 10.5 sound. 

Programs such as Mail and 
Font Book also include their own 
sets of services. For instance, if while 
reading a document you encounter 
an e-mail address that’s not hyper- 
linked and you want to send a 
message to that address, simply 
highlight the text and select applica¬ 
tionname > Services > Mail > Send 
To (see the screenshot “Send text 
lickety-split”). Mail will automatically 
launch and create a new e-mail mes¬ 
sage with the selected address filled 
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in as the recipient (no more cutting 
and pasting). 

Suppose you have a document 
that uses a variety of fonts. To make it 
easier to access those fonts, create a 
new Font Book collection that contains 
them. Press 3€-A to select all the text in 
your document, and then choose ap- 
plicationname > Services > Font Book 
> Create Collection From Text. Done! 

If you’ve installed Apple’s Xcode 
developer software, you can access 
another useful service. (You’ll find the 
Xcode tools in the Leopard Install 
DVD’s Optional Installs folder. You can 
also download them from Apple — 
see “Hotlinks”.) Say you have two ver¬ 
sions of a TextEdit document. To see 
the differences between them, select 
both documents in the Finder, and 
then go to Finder > Services > File- 
Merge > Compare Files. FileMerge 
will open and display the documents 
side by side, with arrows showing 
where the contents diverge. 

Adding third-party services. Many 
third-party programs, such as Skype 
and NewsGator’s NetNewsWire 3.1, 
automatically install items in the 
Services menu. You can also add 
third-party services yourself. 

One of the most useful additions is 
Devon Technologies’ free WordSer- 
vice 2.7 (see “Hotlinks”), which adds 
commands such as Convert, Format, 
and Insert to your Services menu. 

Use these commands to turn straight

Select 
what you want and then use the Services menu to create a mes¬ 
sage in Apple’s Mail. 


quotes to smart quotes, convert text to 
all caps, strip line-ending characters 
from a paragraph of text, or add the 
current date and time to a document. 

CalcService (see "Hotlinks"), another 
freebie from Devon Technologies, lets 
you use a fairly sophisticated calcula¬ 
tor inside your documents. Type in a 
formula (the left side of an equation), 
highlight it, and select applicationname 

> Services > CalcService > Calcu¬ 
late & Append to fill in the rest of the 
equation. If you select CalcService > 
Calculate & Replace, the answer will 
appear in place of the selected text. 
CalcService supports all basic maths 
operations, as well as exponents, logs, 
and trig functions. You can even assign 
values to variables to solve an equa¬ 
tion. Enter x=5 ;y=7; z=2 ; (x+y) *z, 
for example, and then select Calculate 
& Append to get your answer (24). 

Another time-saver is Robert Stains- 
by’s MappingService (see “Hotlinks”) 
— at press time, version 2.0 was a 
beta release. Say you’re in Safari and 
you find the address of a restaurant 
you want to go to. Just highlight the 
address and select Safari > Services 

> MappingService; your browser will 
summon Google Maps and display the 
restaurant’s location. You can also get 
directions between the restaurant and 
any location in your Address Book by 
selecting Directions instead of Map. 

With Q.l. Software’s free Calendar- 
Creator (see “Hotlinks”), you can 
quickly add new events or to-do items 
to Apple’s iCal. To create an event, 
highlight any text that includes a date, 
and select applicationname > Ser¬ 
vices > Calendar-Creator > Add Cal¬ 
endar Event. To generate a to-do item, 
select any text with a date and choose 
CalendarCreator > Add To Do. 

Customising the Services 
menu. Once you start using the 
Services menu, you may notice that 
it becomes cluttered with dozens of 
commands you never use. There are a 
few ways to clean things up. 

Cleaning up by hand. Apple doesn’t 
provide a simple method for remov¬ 
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Get your services in order. Service Scrub¬ 
ber provides an easy way to reduce your 
Services menu clutter, but it’s not com¬ 
pletely supported by Leopard. 

ing items from the Services menu, but 
there are a couple of ways to do so 
without installing third-party software. 
The first step is figuring out where the 
service you want to delete is stored. 

Inside either the Library/Services 
folder or the youruserfolder/Library/Ser- 
vices folder, you’ll find all the services 
you’ve installed yourself, as well as 
those installed by third-party programs. 
Dragging a service from either folder to 
the Trash deletes it from the Services 
menu. OS X also installs some items 
by default in the System/Library/Ser¬ 
vices folder — for instance, Speech- 
Service, service, which adds Speech 
commands to the Services menu. I 
recommend leaving these items alone. 

Services linked directly to a specific 
program appear in application pack¬ 
ages. Eradicating such a service re¬ 
quires that you delete the item’s listing 
in the program’s Info.plist file. 

As a precaution, back up any pro¬ 
gram you intend to modify to another 
drive. Then start by right-clicking on it 
in the Applications folder and choos¬ 
ing Show Package Contents from the 
contextual menu. Open the Contents 
folder to find the Info.plist file. I recom¬ 
mend opening the file with Apple’s 
Property List Editor (in the Developer/ 
Applications/Utilities folder, available if 
you’ve installed Xcode). 

Once you’ve opened the file, locate 
the NSServices property. Click on 
the triangle to the left of it to reveal 
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a listing of all Services menu items 
that program uses. For TextEdit, 
you’ll find two items, named 0 and 1. 
Under 0, you’ll see NSMenultem — 
click on its triangle to reveal TextEdit/ 
New Window Containing Selection; 
under 1, you’ll find NSMenultem and 
TextEdit/Open Selected. To remove 
one of these items from the Services 
menu, select the desired NSServices 
subproperty (0 or 1 in this example), 
click on the Delete button at the top of 
the window, and save the file. Log out 
and then back in. 

Be aware that if you install an up¬ 
date to the program, you could end 
up restoring its Services item listing, 
which means modifying the Info.plist 
file again. 

Using a utility. If you’re hesitant about 
rummaging through Library folders 
and application packages, I recom¬ 
mend Many Tricks’ Service Scrubber 
(see “Hotlinks”), which provides a 


user-friendly front end for deleting 
services items (see the screenshot 
“Get your services in order”). 

Open Service Scrubber and click on 
the check box next to an item to dis¬ 
able that item. Select an unchecked 
box to restore it to the menu. You 
can even modify a service’s 3€-key 
shortcuts. Log out and back in for the 
change to take effect. 

If you’re using Leopard, you’ll 
find that several items in Service 
Scrubber’s list are greyed out and 
cannot be edited. This is because of 
Leopard’s support for digital signa¬ 
tures, which help detect unauthorised 
modifications to programs by mal¬ 
ware. For example, malware could 
potentially alter a program such 
as Safari or iChat in order to allow 
unauthorised users to gain access 
to your computer. In such cases, 
Leopard should detect that the modi¬ 
fied program no longer matches its

digital signature and prevent it from 
launching. 

As you may have guessed, the 
changes Service Scrubber makes 
can also trigger this blockade. To

editing of digitally signed programs, 
which includes software installed 
by OS X. So if you want to delete 
a Services menu item from such 
software, you’ll have to use one of 
the aforementioned manual methods. 
If you go that route, you may find that 
before OS X launches the program, it 
will ask if you want to allow incoming 
connections. Click to allow them, and 
the program should open. 

At your service. There are, of 
course, a great many more pre-fab 
services out there, and more are be¬ 
ing added all the time as new Cocoa 
programs are released. 

The best way to discover which 
services work for you is to experiment 
with the ones listed in the Services 
menu. Once you’ve found a few 
favourites, you can remove the ones 
you don’t need. You’re now ready to 
use services — and to speed up how 
you get things done on your Mac.

Troubleshooting your services 

There are several common problems related to services — and they 
usually have easy answers. 

Greyed-out services. Often you need to perform a simple act before 
you can select a service. For instance, if you want your Mac to speak 
a passage of text, make sure you highlight the text before selecting 
the command in the Services menu. You might also run into trouble 
when the active program doesn’t support services or can’t handle the 
action you’re trying to select. For example, you’ll see Import Image 
greyed out when you’re working in a program that lacks graphics 
capabilities. 

Missing services. This occurs when a certain type of data is required in 
order for the service to work. For example, the FileMerge service works 
by selecting files, not the contents of a document. Therefore, you’ll see 
it when the Finder is active, but not when you’re 
in programs such as TextEdit or Preview. 

Failing services. Even if you can select a 
Services menu item, it may not work proper¬ 
ly. For instance, the Open URL service won’t 
respond if your selected text is not actually 
a URL. Or a service that requires a network 
connection won’t work if you don’t have an 
internet connection. 



Recover a “corrupt” Word document 


I have been recreating a training manual in Word 2008 
(from old Word). It has many diagrams and photos 
pasted into the Word document as pictures from Power¬ 
Point 2008. When I went to open the Word 08 .docx file 
for the training manual it didn't open and gave me a “This 
file is corrupt” error message. I did proceed to open the 
recovered file and all seemed to be OK. Re-save, print, 
clear compatibility report and all good. But file won't 
re-open after being closed — corrupt again. 

I thought that one of the pasted diagrams or photos may 
be the problem so started a new .docx file and copied in 
only the headers, footers and text — no images. Docu¬ 
ment closed and reopened fine. Then I added one pasted 
pic and saved-as the .docx file with a new version number, 
closed the document and reopened it. Got to version 6 
and it would not re-open. Back to version 5 and it opened 
fine. Did a “Save as” to version 6, didn't change anything 
and closed .docx. Wouldn't reopen. Tried saving version 
5 as a different file name — won't reopen. 

Now I am stuck with an incomplete doc. Help please!!!

I'm beginning to seriously not like the .docx and .xlsx formats 
(on Macs and PCs). My sister-in-law has lost a uni essay (on 
her PC), I've seen a dud .xlsx recently (on a Mac), and now 
your problem. 

I think something in the header info of the file has gone 
wrong. Are you able to Quick Look the file (click on it in the 
Finder and press the spacebar) — in all of the supposedly 
corrupt files in the new formats I've seen so far, Quick Look 
can still see the data in the file. Mind you, that's of limited 
utility, but I would be interested because it would really 
start to establish a pattern for me — data's in there, but the 
header info pointing to it is corrupt in a way that Word/Excel/ 
TextEdit can't open the file, but Quick Look can. 

It sounds like, in this case, you're able to see the content 
of the file one way or another. Perhaps try creating a new 
file, copying the content from the old file (in whatever way 
you can open it) and paste it into the new version. Worth a 
try, anyway. 

Have you tried using the old .doc format? If not, can you try 
that and see if it improves reliability? Is TextEdit able to open 
the file and save it as a. doc? Not sure if that will get rid of any 
of the data or formatting. — Sean McNamara

Here’s where to find Bento 2 

Create an application in Bento 2 


B ento is one of those applica¬ 
tions that is either a “must 
have” or “why bother”. For 
experienced users of "proper” data¬ 
base application like FileMaker Pro 
Bento seems like a toy. However, there 
are many users, perhaps a majority, 
that need a simple database but don’t 
need all the power and complexity 
that comes with FileMaker and its ilk. 
These are the people who tend to use 
spreadsheets like Excel or Numbers to 
track their collections of data. 

Bento makes it easy to create 
simple collections of information, 
called libraries. What makes Bento dif¬ 
ferent is that it can hook into the data 
stored in iCal, Address Book and, now 
in version 2, Mail. 

Here’s how to build a simple data¬ 
base using Bento 2. Our database will 
use data stored in all three of Leop¬ 
ard’s personal data programs: Mail, 
Address Book and iCal. It’s a super- 
powered work management tool that 
will track the planned work for a free¬ 
lance journalist. It will pull together the 
scheduled work, all the contact people 
for each story, and related correspon¬ 
dence. It will also link to files stored on 
network shares and store links to web 
sites related to each article. 

The steps to creating your own 
Bento 2 application are: 

•Plan the purpose and what data 
you’ll need for your project. 

• Find a suitable template to use 
as the basis of your project, from the 
many provided with Bento 2. 

• Remove the fields on the template 
that you don’t need by dragging them 
off the form to the field list on the left 
side of the screen. 

• Add new fields to the form, choos¬ 
ing the best type of field (Checkbox, 
Choice, Text, Number, etc) for your 
purpose. 


We started with the “To Do Items” 
template as the basis of our ap¬ 
plication. It had some of the basic 
elements in place and was the closest 
fit to our purpose. 

Creating new fields in Bento 2 is 
easy. Simply right-clicking on the 
form or clicking on the “ + ’’ button at 
the bottom of the left-hand pane lets 
you create a new field. We added 
several: a counter field, a “payment” 
field for holding currency information, 
an “invoice” field so that we could 
record an invoice number from our 
accounting software, and a message 
list field for recording e-mails related 
to the task. 

Removing unwanted fields is also 
simple. Just drag them off the form 
by clicking on the field title and 
dropping them on the left-side of the 
Bento screen. 

Once the new fields are created 
and unwanted ones removed it’s time 
to arrange them on the form. Adding 
the new fields was simply a matter of 
dragging them across from the list on 
the left side of the screen. Dragging 





them around the form allowed us to 
arrange them into a logical order. 

Right-clicking on a form lets you add 
a divider so that you arrange the fields 
into two columns. This is handy as you 
can use the full width of your display so 
that you don’t have to scroll down your 
screen to enter information. 

If you ever have a need to share 
data from a Bento database then 
you can easily do this by using the 
Export command under the file menu. 
This lets you create spreadsheets for 
Numbers or Excel 2008, as well as 
CSV (comma-separated values) files. 
In addition, there’s plenty of flexibility 
in the new print options. 

One last thing. Bento 2’s Split View 
is really handy for sorting your data. 
Activating the Split View, from either 
the View menu or by clicking the but¬ 
ton on the top right corner of the form 
pane on the screen, makes it easy to 
sort your data so you can find specific 
records in your database. In the case 
of our project, sorting the data by 
’’Due Date” makes it easy to see what 
work is coming up. —Anthony Caruana 
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Set missing iTunes 8 preferences 


iTunes 8 contains a number of new features as well as 
some changes to the interface. For example, the following 
preferences have been trimmed: 

The Show Genre When Browsing option turned the Genre 
column in the iTunes Browser on and off. 

The Show Links To The iTunes Store option toggled the 
small arrows-in-circles that appear next to selected items in 
your library; clicking on one of these links takes you to that 
artist or album in the iTunes Store. 

The Play Songs While Importing Or Converting option let 
you decide whether to listen to the music you’re importing 
automatically. The Load Complete Preview Before Playing 
option forced the iTunes Store to load a song preview com¬ 
pletely before playing it — thereby ensuring that you’d hear 
the whole thing without interruption. 

Other options were also removed from the iTunes Prefer¬ 
ences pane, but the ones just mentioned all have one thing 
in common: you can still control each from the Terminal 
command line. Just make sure iTunes isn’t running when 



iTunes Store links. The way to get rid of these store links in iTunes 8 
is to use the Terminal command line. 


you execute the commands below, and press return after 
typing the command. 

The Show Genre When Browsing option is now set to "yes” 
by default. If you’d rather see only Artist and Album in the 
browser, enter this Terminal command: defaults write 
com.apple.iTunes show-genre-when-browsing 
-bool FALSE 

If you want to reverse this in the future, quit iTunes and 
repeat the above command, replacing false with true. 

The Show Links To The iTunes Store option is also set to 
“yes” by default. If you’d rather not see these arrows, enter 
this Terminal command: defaults write com.apple. 
iTunes show-store-arrow-links -bool FALSE 
If you want to reverse this in the future, quit iTunes and 
repeat the above command, replacing false with true. 

The Play Songs While Importing Or Converting option is 
set to “no" by default. If you want to automatically listen 
to what you’re importing, enter this Terminal command: 
defaults write com.apple.iTunes play-songs- 
while-importing -bool TRUE 
If you want to reverse this in the future, quit iTunes and 
repeat the above command, replacing true with false. 

The Load Complete Preview Before Playing option is 
set to “no” by default. To have iTunes completely load a 
song preview before playing it, enter this Terminal com¬ 
mand: defaults write com.apple.iTunes load- 
complete-preview-before-playing -bool TRUE 
If you want to reverse this in the future, quit iTunes and 
repeat the above command, replacing true with false. 
— Rob Griffiths 


Permanently delete Mail messages 


There are several ways to delete messages in Mail. You can 
drag them to the Trash folder, select Edit: Delete, or use the 
keyboard (press 3€-delete). 

The downside to all three methods is that they really only 
move the message you want to delete to the Trash folder. 
Generally, this is good: it gives you a fallback in case you 
make a mistake. But what if you’re emptying out a spam 
folder or an old archive, and you’re sure you want to delete 
those messages for good? 

In that case, press 3€-X (or select Edit: Cut). This will 
cut the messages from the folder, as it would if you’d se¬ 
lected some text in a text editor. 

If you wish, you can then select a new mailbox and 
press 3€-V (or select Edit: Paste) to paste the cut mes¬ 
sages into the new folder. If you don’t paste them, and 
you subsequently put something else into the Clipboard, 


those cut messages will disappear permanently. 

Now, this shortcut can be dangerous, especially if you 
get accustomed to using it in unimportant Mail folders and 
then accidentally use it in an important one. If that pos¬ 
sibility scares you (and it should), there’s a workaround: 
reassign Mail’s Cut keyboard shortcut. 

To do so, open the Keyboard & Mouse preference pane, 
and go to the Keyboard Shortcuts tab. Click on the plus- 
sign (+) key in the lower left corner. That will reveal a 
keyboard shortcut assignment sheet. Set the Application 
pop-up menu to Mail, enter Cut for the menu title, enter 
your desired keystrokes (shift-control-X, perhaps) in the 
Keyboard Shortcut field, and then click on Add. 

If you’re running Mac OS X 10.5, you’re done. If you use 
10.4 and Mail was running when you did this, quit and re¬ 
start Mail to make the changes take effect. — Rob Griffiths

OS X 10.5’s Quick Look has become one of the most- 
used features of Leopard - at least around my home. 
It’s so nice being able to just press the space bar to get 
a quick glimpse at a file, instead of taking the time to 
open it in its source application. The Quick Look viewer 
is a simple tool that doesn’t do much more than open 
and browse documents, though you can use it to zoom 
in on images and PDFs. 

Due to the limited feature set in Quick Look, I was 
surprised to find that it could do something simple that 
QuickTime Player, despite its ten-plus-year head start, 
still can’t do: display the time remaining in a video 
clip. QuickTime Player displays the running time of a 
video clip in the lower left corner, but there’s no way 
that I’m aware of to make that counter show you the 
time remaining. 

Switch back to the Finder, though, and open that same 
clip in Quick Look by selecting it then pressing the Space 
Bar. You’ll notice the clip’s elapsed time appears in the 
lower right corner of the Quick Look window. To see the 


time remaining instead, just click on the elapsed time; 
click it again to toggle it back. Perhaps QuickTime X 
(coming in Snow Leopard) will offer this useful feature 
... until then, Quick Look gets the job done.— Rob Griffiths

Flag messages you need to read 


If you’re inundated with incoming messages in your Mail in¬ 
box, it can be handy to have a way to identify those that 
really merit immediate attention. Here’s a way to use Mail’s 
Rules to quickly identify e-mails from people with whom 
you’ve been corresponding recently. 

Open Mail’s Preferences and click on Rules. Then click on 
Add Rule and enter a description (Recent correspondents, 
for example). Leave the first pop-up menu set to Any. Click 
on the second pop-up menu, labelled From, and select 
Sender Is In My Previous Recipients from the menu. 

The Previous Recipients list is just that — a list of the 
people whom you’ve e-mailed recently, which Mail main¬ 
tains automatically. If you’ve sent these people e-mails, 
it’s likely that their messages are more important to you 
than others. 

Now that you’ve identified messages from important peo¬ 
ple, you can add actions to make those messages stand out, 
using the Perform The Following Actions section of the Rules 


dialog box. For instance, you could change the colour of 
those messages in your inbox (Set Color > Of Background), 
move the messages to another mailbox (Move Message > 
To Mailbox), play a sound (Play Sound), or do anything else 
you want (see the screenshot "Identifying senders”). 

Once you’ve set these options, click on OK to save your 
rule, and then drag it in your list of rules to a spot that makes 
sense — remembering that rules are processed in the order 
of their appearance. 

You can make this work in reverse too, creating a rule 
for messages for which the sender is not in your Previous 
Recipients list. You might want to move those to a Not Ur¬ 
gent folder, apply a different colour, or maybe even send 
a canned reply. If you’re going to use this rule, however, 
move it to follow any spam-trapping rules, so that Mail 
traps spam from unknown senders before it processes the 
remaining messages (and adds the senders to your Re¬ 
cipients list). — Rob Griffiths 


Copy and paste in 
Keynote slide groups 


If you use Keynote, you probably know that you can 
group slides together. It’s a great way to keep the sec¬ 
tions of your presentation separate. Instead of dealing 
with a hundred different slides all at once, you can in¬ 
stead work with, say, ten groups of ten slides each, ex¬ 
panding only the group you’re working on. 

To create a group, pick the slide you want to appear 
first, then select a number of slides to follow the first one 
and either drag and drop them onto that first slide or 
press tab (press shift-tab to ungroup). 

As a little-known bonus, grouping slides can also 
make it easier to copy multiple slides from one presen¬ 
tation to another. Just collapse the group of slides you’d 
like to copy, press 3€-C to copy them, switch to your 
other presentation, and press 3€-V. — Rob Griffiths

Reset Finder View to 
defaults 


The Finder’s View Options dialog box in OS X 10.5 (View: 
Show View Options, or 3€-J) is the key to customising your 
folder views. In Columns view, you can set a lot of options, 
and whatever changes you make will be reflected in all win¬ 
dows viewed in that mode. In List, Icons, and Cover Flow 
views, however, the changed settings can vary by window. 

But what do you do if you’ve customised a folder with 
the view you think you’d like to use, and then you decide 
that you really don’t like that setup after all? You could, of 
course, go through the changes you’ve made and reverse 
them one at a time, but that’s time-consuming. For all win¬ 
dow views except Columns, there’s an easier solution: Just 
hold down the option key with the View Options window 
open. When you do, the button labelled Use As Defaults 
will change to Restore To Defaults — Rob Griffiths

Google is just decoding them for 
you on the web, whereas Mail, app doesn't understand them 
There are heaps of Google search results that will probably help if 
you want to try and get them to change their settings in Outlook. 
You can use TNEF's Enough (see " Hotlinks") to decode the 
winmail.dat files if you just want to decode those files when 
you get them.

Teleport 

Take control with Screen Sharing 


Built-in screen sharing is one of OS X 10.5’s handiest tools. 
If you have multiple machines in your home, screen sharing 
can make it much easier to manage them. 

Screen sharing has its glitches, though. For example, usu¬ 
ally whatever you type on your local keyboard is implemented 
on the remote Mac. So if you press 3€-C, whatever is selected 
on the remote machine will be copied. But the local machine 
captures some key combinations before they ever get to that 
remote machine. For example, if you’re running more than one 
program on the remote Mac, you can’t use 3€-tab to switch 
among them; instead, that key combination will switch you 
among the programs running on your local Mac. Likewise for 
S-option-D (which hides or displays the Dock) and ^-option- 
escape (which summons the Force Quit dialog box). 

It’s also frustrating that you can’t drag and drop a file on 
your local Mac into the screen-sharing window to transfer 
it to the remote Mac, and that the cursor isn’t bound to the 
remote window. (Accidentally click in the wrong place, and 
the cursor will return to your local Mac.) 

Fortunately, a free utility called Teleport (see "Hotlinks”) 
can help you fix these problems. 

You install Teleport on your master Mac as well as on any 
other Mac you want to control. To enable it, you select Acti¬ 
vate Teleport in the Teleport preference pane on each sys¬ 
tem. On that pane’s Layout tab, you position the remote 
Mac against the screen edge you want to use to activate 
the program. 

That done, when you want to send your keyboard and 
mouse input to another Mac, initiate screen sharing as usual, 


then drag the cursor to the screen edge you designated dur¬ 
ing the Teleport setup. A small animation will indicate that con¬ 
trol has been transferred to the remote Mac. From then on, 
every keystroke and mouse movement you make on your lo¬ 
cal Mac will be sent to the remote machine, and the cursor will 
be restricted to the screen-sharing window, until you transfer 
control back to your local machine. 

Teleport can also help you get around file-transfer frustra¬ 
tion. With screen sharing on, drag a file on your master Mac 
to the other machine’s screen edge. Wait for Teleport to acti¬ 
vate, then drop the file into the desired folder on the remote 
Mac. Teleport also includes a nifty tool to sync Clipboards 
between machines. — Rob Griffiths 
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Fix Address Book sync iroWentt 


For three or four years I've been happily Bluetooth- 
synching my contacts between my Macs and my 
Nokia 3230. Today, the sync failed for no appar¬ 
ent reason. The two devices were talking and all 
seemed fine. The sync just failed! 

So I tried setting it all up from scratch. 

I ticked the box which said something to the effect 
of “remove all data from phone before replacing”, 
and the sync failed, but not until it had removed 
all my contacts! 

In the end, I worked out that it was one duplicate 
entry causing the problem. Here’s how I worked it 
out: I created a Group in Address Book (called “Phone 
Sync”). I then copied ten or so contacts to it, and synced 
only that group to the phone. That gave me ten or so 
contacts on my phone, and some encouragement. I kept 
adding small groups of names to the Group and syncing 
with the phone. 

By doing this my phone contacts were increasing by ten 
or so with each sync, until I got to the problem contact, 
when the sync failed. Since it was in a group of a dozen 


contacts, I kept deleting one at a time and attempting to 
re-sync, until the sync worked, allowing me to deduce 
which one was the problem.

Make holiday lights with your own photos 


Candles and the end-of-year holidays have a long history 
together. The ancient Romans gave wax candles as gifts 
during Saturnalia — their December festival of food, wine, 
and general debauchery celebrating the god Saturn. This 
year, liven up your own festivities with these homemade 
photo candleholders. 



What you’ll need. Clear or translucent candleholders 
or votive holders, as well as a tape measure, scissors or a 
utility knife, transparent tape, tea lights or votives, and ink¬ 
jet-printable paper. We used vellum, but backlight film or 
transparency film will work as well. 

Step 1 Measure each candleholder’s circumference and 
height. Your photos will need to be 1cm shorter and wider 
than the candleholder. So, for example, if your 
candleholder were 6cm high and 15cm 
around, your photo would need to be 5cm 
by 16cm. 

Step 2 Take a look at your photos. Use 
your favourite image-editing program to 
crop them to the correct size. In iPhoto, se¬ 
lect the first image you want to use and then 
choose File: Print (there’s no need to crop 
beforehand). In the Print Settings window, se¬ 




lect Custom from the Print Size menu, enter the appropri¬ 
ate width and height, and then click on OK. To reposition 
your photo within the resulting frame or to zoom in on a 
smaller area of the image, click on the Customize button. 
Click once on the image and then use the resulting zoom 
slider and hand tool to adjust the crop to your liking. When 
you’re done, click on the Print button to set the rest of your 
printer options. 

Step 3 Print the photos on your paper of choice. Check 
with the paper manufacturer to find the best printer settings 
for your paper. Once the ink is dry, cut out the prints. 

Step 4 Wrap each print around the outside of a candle¬ 
holder and use tape on the inside of the print to hold it in 
place. When you’ve wrapped each candleholder, place a 
candle inside and light it. — Amit Gupta and Kelly Jensen

Make your own colouring pages 


Every child should have the opportunity to scribble outside 
the lines, between the lines, or even on the walls (just once). 
With a great photo and some free online tools, you can make 
kids their very own custom coloring-book pages. 

What you’ll need. Aside from your Mac and a printer, 
you won’t need many extras for this project. The biggest 
challenge is finding the right photos. Images with simple 
subjects, good contrast, and clean lines work best. 

Step 1 Make a duplicate of your image so you don’t 
accidentally write over your original. Next, use Picnik 
(see “Hotlinks”), a free online photo-editing site that makes 
it easy to upload and edit photos, then download the result. 
(Note that you must access Picnik via the main URL, as some 
of the features you’ll need aren’t included in the version that 
works on Facebook and Flickr.) From Picnik’s home page, 
click on Get Started and on Upload. 

Step 2 After uploading your image, click on the Cre¬ 
ate tab. Your goal is to eliminate the colour and convert 
what’s left into black lines and empty white space. There 
aren’t any settings that will work for all photos, so think 
of the following instructions as starting points — you’ll 
need to adjust the values and reapply the filters to get 
the desired effect. 

First, click on the Black And White effect. Make sure the 
Color Filter is set to white, move the Fade slider to 0, and 
click on Apply. 


Next, choose the Boost filter, which increases contrast and 
eliminates some of the pesky greys. Tweak the settings until 
outlines start to form and most greys are washed out — we 
used a strength of 18 percent. 

Now, use the Pencil Sketch effect to turn the outlines of 
shapes in your photo into solid lines. For our example, we 
set Radius to 1.4, Strength to 116 percent, and Fade to 6 
percent. 

Finally, if your outlines still lack sufficient contrast, switch 
back to the Edit tab and click on the Exposure button. Click 
on Advanced and experiment with the Highlights, Shadows, 
and Brightness settings to fine-tune the contrast. 

Step 3 When you’re happy with your results, download 
your colouring page from the Save & Share tab to your 
Mac and print it out. Serve fresh with a side of crayons.

Making the cut 


R ecently I needed to refresh 
my Final Cut Express (FCE) 
skills and was on the hunt for 
quick and easy (of course) instruc¬ 
tional materials. I'd also decided to 
environmentalise my practices a bit 
and see if I could do it without paper. 

I thought an account of my experi¬ 
ences might be useful to people 
contemplating the serious step from 
iMovie to FCE. 

As a minimum I'll need my resourc¬ 
es to explain using the FCE interface, 
importing video, assembling materials 
in the Browser, editing and fine-tuning 
clips, using audio, FX and titling and 
finally publishing. 

My first resource — and the most 
commonly ignored — was the 
User Manual, which opens up as a 
Preview file from the FCE Help menu. 
This is a huge document of 1100+ 
pages that present nicely on a good 
monitor. Information is broken up 
into sections, chapters and topics 
all smoothly hyperlinked to facilitate 
browsing around. FCE is consider¬ 
ably more powerful than iMovie, 
so there is an inevitable degree of 
technical complexity, although the 
Apple writers break topics into short 
numbered steps wherever possible. 
Make sure you know how Preview's 
Previous/Next and Back/Forward but¬ 
tons work. I also strongly recommend 
a viewing size one size up from the 
default setting in Preview. This makes 
the text and certainly the screenshots 
much clearer. 

The opening page of the manual 
links directly to the FCE section on

Apple's web site showing the new 
features in FCE 4 with short video 
demos. Or you can link directly to 
the FCE support page, which has a 
video quick tour, text-based how-tos 
and the discussion forum where you 
can search for solutions from the 
world-wide FCE user base. There is 
also a series of short video tutori¬ 
als, which give you a quick overview 
of the main features. I found that 
viewing these first and then referring 
to the manual worked well. The high- 
quality videos need a reasonably fast 
broadband connection unless you're 
prepared to wait. 

If you want more free video 
tutorials there's plenty to watch on 
YouTube with an "FCE 4" search (see 
"Hotiinks” for one we prepared ear¬ 
lier). As you'd expect there's a wide 
range in quality and relevance and 
the cost to the user is the time spent 
in sifting through what's on offer. I 
found some useful materials to help 
me with keyframing to reproduce 
(with far greater control) iMovie's Ken 
Burns effect. A tutorial on basic titling 
also brought me quickly back to 
speed. A number of these videos use 
FCE 3.5 but if you're aware of what's 
been added in FCE 4 you may find 
they are still relevant. 

If you're cashed up take your credit 
card to Atomic Learning which offers 
over 80 video clips of between one 
and three minutes — covering all my 
basic requirements and then some. 
Since I last reviewed its material 
Atomic has improved the audio and 


video quality while retaining a pretty 
fast download speed. The presen¬ 
tation style is fairly basic but quite 
adequate. If you want Hollywood go 
back to the Apple site. 

A $US125 subscription gets you 
access to the entire collection, which 
includes a wide range of Mac and 
PC software, current as well as older 
versions. There are free samples of 
most of these. 

Finally, a book. Of sorts. Final Cut 
Express 4: Visual QuickStart Guide 
by Lisa Brenneis delivered in elec¬ 
tronic format by publishing house 
O'Reilly's Safari Books Online. The 
title is identical to the print version 
and opens up in your browser with 
lots of visuals and crisp clear text. 

The table of contents and the index 
are hyperlinked and work nicely. In 
over 500 pages Brenneis takes me 
everywhere in FCE 4 I need to go — 
but there are downsides. 

First, each page loads separately 
and on my fraudband connection 
there is a delay of a few seconds. 
Very off-putting compared to reading 
onscreen pdfs or a dead tree version. 
Additionally I could not configure 
the page to sit entirely inside my 24- 
inch iMac screen so I was scrolling 
all the time. 

While there are considerable cost 
and environmental advantages in 
publishing books online, consideration 
needs to be given to the requirements 
of the medium. Given the choice I'd get 
the hard copy next time. 

And a $US23 per month basic 
subscription for up to ten titles means 
a lot of online reading to get your 
money's worth. 

Anyhow I've completed my journey 
faithful to my intentions. The video 
material made a nice balance with 
the onscreen text. Paperless is cer¬ 
tainly possible now and seems likely 
to increase in the future. ^

Make yourself heard

Y ou’re an Australian Macworld reader, you’ve got 
a message to deliver and you’re bursting to de¬ 
liver it! Here’s how you can get into the world of 
vodcasting and be the online equivalent to Spielberg - or 
maybe the next lonelygirl 15, if that’s your thing. 

Vodcasting happens to rhyme with podcasting, and no 
doubt you’ve sussed the “v” is for “video” and the “odcast- 
ing” means anyone around the world can automatically 
receive new episodes from you as you release them. 

What’s the big idea? No, I’m not being rude, just 
asking — what will your vodcast be about? This is the 
first important decision. What is your message about? 
What are you an expert on? What can you show oth¬ 
ers how to do? Will you be entertaining? Educational? 
Business-focused? 

Once you have that matter clear you will need to script, 
film, record and edit your video. It’s easy for me to say, 
but much harder for you. Soriy about that. 

Action! At some point you’ll have to produce a video. 
This figures; if you don’t have video your vodcast will 
be, well, a podcast. 


You need a video camera to capture moving images. The 
first option that comes to mind is your iSight camera. 
This has the advantage that it is right with you; depend¬ 
ing on your flavour of Mac it may be built-in and travel 
with you. Of course, the disadvantages are that you can’t 
roam too freely - particularly if your iSight is built in to 
your 24-inch iMac. Adding to that, the internal models 
cannot easily be adjusted to film anything other than the 
scene immediately in front of the computer. Depending 
on the nature of your vodcast, maybe that will suit you. 

Other than iSight you can work with a regular digital 
video camcorder. Preferably with a FireWire connection, 
unless you’re the proud owner of one of the new Mac- 
Books that lack FireWire for some reason — eveiy other 
Mac built for the past decade has it, as do most camcord¬ 
ers. Depending on the maker, the FireWire output on 
your camcorder could be labeled “iLink” or “IEEE 1394” 
or even just “DV out”. 

The cutting room floor. To make good use of 
your FireWire cable you’ll require video capture and 
editing software. QuickTime 7 Pro is one inexpensive 
option. Another choice is iMovie, part of the iLife suite.

On the high-end - if you have both the creative know¬ 
how to use it and the cash to afford it - is Adobe’s 
magnificent Premiere Pro. 

There are other software choices you might like, in¬ 
cluding Apple’s Final Cut Express and Final Cut Pro 
and even the very basic video editor included with 
EyeTV might be adequate. Make sure you check the 
package can capture video from an external device and 
that it can encode the video in a standard format like 
MPEG 4 or H.264. 

In QuickTime Pro, for instance, you can use the 
recording tab in the application’s Preferences to spec¬ 
ify the video output format you like. H.264 gives best 
quality, which is particularly important if you’re using 
high definition video, but it comes with a correspond¬ 
ingly higher file size. In this preferences screen you 
should also specify the video source if you have more 
than one camera (such as both iSight and a digital 
video camera). 

Click on File > New Movie Recording. QuickTime will 
display a video preview window. Press the red Record 
button and play your video. Wait until your movie has 
finished playing, then click the black Stop button to 
conclude capturing video. 

So far so good. Now click File > Export. Specify the 
“Movie to iPod” export format, which resizes the cap¬ 
tured video to 320x240 resolution. Click Save. 

This export process may take a while depending on 
the length of your video. QuickTime will save its work 
as an .m4v file on your desktop. This is a suitable video 
format for the iPod and iPhone. You could also create a 
.mov or .mp4 file. 


The process above is well and good if you are happy 
with what is on your video camera. Chances are you’ll 
want to edit it - chopping out pieces, adding on-screen 
text, applying transition effects between scenes, includ¬ 
ing music and so on. This is perhaps even more the case 
if you have recorded your video using iSight. 

Here’s where a more sophisticated piece of software like 
iMovie will be invaluable. iMovie can similarly export 
your cinematic masterpiece to an iPod-friendly format. 

Syndicate it! A video file by itself is not a vod- 
cast - not even if you put it online, although that is a 
necessary part. At this stage you must have web space 
somewhere, be it MobileMe, your ISP, a paid web host 
or somewhere else. 

The missing ingredient is to create an RSS (“real sim¬ 
ple syndication”) XML file that conforms to the RSS 
2.0 specification with an overall <language> tag, plus 
an <item> tag for each episode, and then a <title> and 
<link> pair within each item. Confused yet? 

You don’t have to mess around with the mechanics 
of this so much. iWeb will create and maintain an RSS 
feed for you. 

Your RSS file also must include two extra tags that 
iTunes requires: specifically a category and a flag sig¬ 
nifying the presence of significant content. This RSS 
file contains the human-readable title of, and the URL 
of, each vodcast episode as it is made available. iWeb 
won’t do that bit but, not to worry, there are other op¬ 
tions. You could hand-edit the RSS file to add the tags, 
or the iTunes Store will prompt for this information if it 
is missing, which means there’s no real concern. Alter- 
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iWeb

natively, you can make use of other software packages. FeedForAII Mac will, 
as its name implies, create feeds that include these tags. Another choice is 
FeedBurner.com. 

You must upload the RSS to your web host in addition to the video files 
themselves. Then, and only then, can you submit the URL of this feed to the 
iTunes Store. Launch iTunes, click the Podcasts link. At the bottom of the 
Podcasts page is a Learn More box; click the Submit a Podcast link here. You 
must have an iTunes account but besides this the steps are a doddle. 

Don’t be concerned that the wording talks about podcasts; in Apple’s par¬ 
lance podcasts include both video and/or audio content. 

Your audience now need merely elect to subscribe to the feed in their iTunes 
client and it will do the leg work for them. iTunes — the software rather than 
the Store — will diligently check for new episodes periodically and dutifully 
download these so they can be enjoyed worldwide. 

Note that the iTunes Store will not actually host your vodcasts; you 
still must have the online storage space and internet bandwidth to host 
and serve the file. The iTunes Store will routinely pull your RSS feed so it 
can display your vodcast description and episode list. This actually means 
that the iTunes Store won’t be aware of new episodes immediately after 
you publish them but this doesn’t affect any of your existing subscrib¬ 
ers. Their iTunes client will always look to your RSS feed directly, not the 
iTunes Store. 

Australian Macworld’s buying advice. The quickest and least expen- 
sive options for you will be the combination of an iSight camera and the 
iLife suite of products. Chances are if your Mac was purchased in the last 
couple of years that you have these things already. 

For best results look at using a better camcorder before feeling the need 
to try other software offerings. If you have a digital camcorder already 
- or need the justification to go buy one - you’ll definitely find it gives 
greater flexibility and freedom in shooting than a camera tethered to your 
computer.

W hen I first saw FileMaker’s database “for the 
rest of us” — namely Bento — last year, I im¬ 
mediately thought what a lot of other people 
thought: this is the database that’s missing from iWork. 
A lot of customers who’ve been clinging to AppleWorks 
for years longer than they should have are yet to accept 
iWork as the “successor” to AppleWorks until it can re¬ 
place the database function. 

On closer examination, Bento was somewhat less than 
that. For one thing there was no easy way to bring Ap¬ 
pleWorks databases over to Bento without a very fiddly 
process of export and import. 

On the other hand, Bento was rather more than that, 
thanks to its very tight integration with Mac OS X 
(something even FileMaker Pro cannot match because 
of its need to be cross-platform). With Bento you fi¬ 
nally have a unified interface for 
combining your contact and cal¬ 
endar information in one place. 
Modify an Address Book entry in 
Bento and it’s changed in Address 
Book - there’s no syncing, they’re 
looking at and modifying exactly 
the same store of data. And with 
Bento you can add fields and links 
that are not possible in Address 
Book - I would not be surprised 
to find many users abandoning the 
Address Book application com¬ 
pletely because Bento is such a 
much more flexible way to work 
with the same data. 

However, as with many good 
things, the promise of even better 



seemed so close - now that we have a unified Ad¬ 
dress Book and Calendar, where’s the integration with 
Mail? Keeping track of contacts and dates is great, but 
how do you actually make use of your contacts? That’s 
right: by contacting them. With no means to link Mail 
messages to contacts or events, Bento seemed limited, 
even within its great power. 

The answer. Sort of. Bento 2 addresses both of 
those “limitations” of the original, to limited degrees. You 
can now link to Mail messages within Bento, but you have 
to do so manually. My guess is that the ability to write 
rules that automatically link messages to Bento entries 
will require an update to Mail. When such integration ar¬ 
rives (and I’m betting it will) Bento will become a unified 
messaging, contact and calendar application for Mac OS 
X — Apple’s answer to Entourage, if you will. (FileMaker 
is a wholly-owned subsidiary of Apple.) 

As for the AppleWorks crowd, a step has been removed 
from the import process in that Bento can now directly 
import tab-delimited data, which AppleWorks can di¬ 
rectly export. It’s not quite a drag-and-drop operation, 
but it’s a great deal easier than it used to be. If you’re 
prepared to do a bit of rebuilding, it might just be time 
to let go of AppleWorks (which hasn’t been updated in, 
what, six years?). 

Other improvements. There were criticisms of 
Bento’s report-generation and printing in version 1, and 
these have been markedly improved in version 2. You 
also have the ability to drag-and-drop spreadsheets from 
Numbers or Excel and quickly convert them to Bento da¬ 
tabases. What’s more, you can export them back again. 

Which is not to say that Bento would make any kind of 
substitute for a dedicated spreadsheet. Its calculation func¬ 
tions are decidedly basic and printing, while improved from 
version 1, is not nearly as flexible as what you’ll find in 
Numbers. Apple is clearly trying to guide its customers 
towards using the appropriate tool for the task at hand — 
Numbers for calculation, Bento for data collections. 

There’s also built-in support for linking to Google Maps, 
which enhances the Address Book even further, and you 
can store iChats right there in the database (you could 
always store iChats, but having a convenient way to re¬ 
trieve them makes that a useful function finally). 

And the user interface has also undergone some nice 
tweaks, most of them quite subtle, that make it feel more 
like a real part of the iWork suite. Integration has obvi¬ 
ously been a key goal for the development team. 

More to do? Of course there are still places it could 
improve. While automatic integration with Mail would 
be great, the lack of even manual integration with any 
other mail application seems an odd oversight. A lot of 
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Mac users use Entourage for instance, but prefer OS X’s 
own Address Book to Microsoft’s. 

I’ve also noticed a few stability hiccups in my fairly 
limited poking around with the application - not crash¬ 
es, but occasions where the spinning beachball hung 
around longer than I would have liked. 

FileMaker also sees Bento’s competition as coming 
from spreadsheets, not from other databases (including 
its own) so while bringing your data over from Numbers 
or Excel is very easy, bringing it in from FileMaker Pro 
is much harder (the file formats are entirely different) 
and essentially involves rebuilding your databases from 
scratch. That’s a problem for a lot of people who have 
invested in FileMaker Pro despite needing only about ten 
percent of its power, who might be now looking at Bento 
as a much better fit but no easy way to get there. If a 
FileMaker Pro database doesn’t involve a lot of scripting 
and relational features (FileMaker Pro’s great strengths) 
is there any good reason it couldn’t be translatable to 
Bento? Surely Filemaker has sufficient understanding of 
both formats to answer that. 

The biggest item on my wish list is actual sharing of 
data. FileMakeris actually making a bit of a deal about 
Bento 2’s ’’sharing” capabilities, but in reality all this 


means is that if you create a database on your machine 
you can send the template to other users so they can 
build their databases with it. You can’t, for example, 
build a database and share it over your home network. 
Given that Bento is available in a five-user ’’family 
pack” it would be pretty easy for some families to get 
the impression this kind of sharing is possible. It isn’t. 

Families’ requirements for collaboration are obviously 
less complex than those of a business, but it’s not hard 
to think of examples of tasks where it would be handy - 
planning parties and weddings, for example, where nu¬ 
merous people might be involved in juggling contacts, 
dates and other information. They shouldn’t all have to 
use one machine to do it. 

Australian Macworld’s buying advice. Where 

the original Bento seemed like a really good idea, Bento 
2 is a good idea put into practice. It has matured into a 
genuinely useful database for people whose data-man- 
agement needs aren’t in the FileMaker Pro league. Cer¬ 
tainly it’s an improvement on a spreadsheet. 

While it might not tick all the boxes yet, it’s very clear 
that Apple and FileMaker are paying attention to what 
users want, and it’s heading in the right direction. ^

Stands out from the pack 

T here’s no shortage of portable speakers for iPod 
on the market but one caught my eye for its 
simplicity. The foxL is a jet-black unit just over 
12cm in length and it’s one of the sturdier feeling units 
I’ve dealt with - it has a full metal enclosure. It should 
take quite a beating, which is a desirable trait given its 
purpose. The speakers are one-inch combination woofer/ 


tweeters and it’s an understatement to say they pack a 
punch. I was expecting the foxL to generate a moder¬ 
ate level of sound but it far exceeded my expectations. 
Heavier rock sounds or songs with a lot of bass tended to 
cause some distortion at full volume but given the level I 
was pushing it to, this wasn’t surprising. You could eas¬ 
ily fill a room of 15-20 talking people with more than 
audible levels of music. 

There are two ways to connect a sound source: via 
Bluetooth or 3.5mm stereo jack, which means you can 
connect pretty much any audio device made in the past 
twenty years. The USB port is for charging and power 
only. The Bluetooth pairing is straightforward but you’ll 
actually need to read the manual for the initial set-up. 
The only other buttons are volume up and down on the 
rear panel and an on/off switch on the side. I played 
it solidly for over two hours and my iPhone was more 
likely to run out of battery than the foxL.

crowded marketplace it’s hard to differentiate one prod¬ 
uct from another. Most manufacturers do it with lots of 
extra features, foxL goes the other way by delivering a 
simple, basic but powerful package. ^

A fter a week toting this camera around I came 
away mighty impressed, not only with the 
Nikon D90’s features but the camera’s fine bal¬ 
ance and ergonomics.

The mode dial gives access to auto mode as well as 
Program AE, shutter or aperture priority and manual 
exposure settings; added to this is a rack of dedicated 
settings that take care of macro shots, sports, landscapes 
and portraits. And, like its compact digicam cousins, the 
D90 has a face detection mode.

No-frills fun 

S ometimes it’s the simplest games that wind up be¬ 
ing the most fun. Case in point: iCopter by Mat¬ 
thew Hertz, the iPhone/iPod touch adaptation of a 
popular Flash-based web game in which users attempt to 
fly a helicopter through a cave while avoiding obstacles 
and earning points. 


This is about as simple as it gets, with the game feeling 
like a perfect port of its web-based counterpart. Simply 
tap the main screen to start and you’re off to the races, 
frenetically trying to ascend and descend in time to 
avoid the next floating obstacle while the game tallies 
your score. 

A strange set of controls makes the game initially infu¬ 
riating, but once you become accustomed to the controls, 
they help make iCopter fun to play. Upon tapping on the 
“Instructions” screen, you’re told to touch the screen to 
move the helicopter up and down. Once you follow this 
advice, you’ll discover that you’ve taken the instructions 
too literally - your helicopter will crash within seconds 
of beginning a new game. After a while, you’ll realise that 
touching the screen makes the helicopter ascend; remov¬ 
ing your finger is what causes it to descend. Sort this out, 
and iCopter becomes infinitely more enjoyable. 

Still, there are some shortcomings that could be 
addressed. The game would be well-served by the inclu¬ 
sion of sound effects or a music track of some sort.
